A police force under (he command of Shri Sajjan Singh, 
Company Commander, “B" Company, 14th Battalion, Madhya 
Pradesh Special Armed Force, assisted by Platoon Comman- 
der Gamal Singh was detailed by Brigade Headquarters 
Zonoboto to search certain areas for hostiles. 

At 0200 hours on tire 12th July, 1964, this police force 
went out on a night patrol in pouring rain to search some 
huts near a village. On reaching the deployment point, the 
torcc split up into two parties, sections 1 and 2 under Com- 
pany Commander Sajjan Singh and sections 3 and 4 under 
Platoon Commander Gamal .Singh, The patrols had to 
traverse steep terrain for -about 5 miles, covered with thick 
jungles and over marshy ground throughout. The leading 
scouts of section 1, Head Constable Shanti Singh, Constable 
Bhagat Singh and Constable Chander Singh crept towards 
three huts. Finding the first hut vacant Head Constable 
Shanti Singh entered the second hut from its lower opening 
while Constables Bhagat Singh and Chander Singh entered 
it from the opposite side. The moment Head Constable 
Shanti Singh entered the hut a hostile fired at him at point 
blank range with his rifle. Due to their close proximity, the 
Scouts did not risk returning the fire for fear of hitting each 
other in the, darkness, but Head Constable Shanti Singh gave 
the order to charge the hostiles in a close quarter attack. 
Head Constabe Shanti Singh managed to snatch away the 
rifle of the hostile with the help of Constable Chander Singh. 
Another armed hostile attacked Constable Chander Singh 
with a small axe inflicting an injury on his head. Constable 
Bhagat Singh promptly fired his rifle from the hip and shot 
the hostile dead. Though the other hostiles in the hut 
managed to escape in the darkness, the police party were 
able to rescue three persons whom the hostiles had kidnapped. 

In this brief but dangerous encounter Head Constable 
Shanti Singh, Constable Blfagat Singh and Constable Chander 
Singh exhibited conspicuous gallantry and devotion to duty 
of a very high order in complete disregard for their own 
safety,

On the night of tile lst/2ud October, 1964, Havildar 
Mansha Singh, along with 6 constables, was in charge of the 
guard of a water point at a lonely post on the side of a hill. 
It was a dark night, and, on hearing suspicious movements, 
the sentry of the guard quietly warned Havildar Mansha 
Singh who immediately ordered his men to “stand to". 
Havildar Mansha Singh then advanced in tire direction of the 
sound and seeing the figure of a man challenged the intruder. 
The intruder at first tried to pass off as a Central Reserve 
Police Jemadcr. The raiders at the same time opened fire. 
Havildar Mansha Singh promptly returned the fire and shot 
the intruder dead. He then immediately ordered his men to 
open fire and himself went forward and dragged the intruder’s 
body back to prevent the raiders from removing it. The 
firing continued till the early hours of the morning. The 
Central Reserve Police post stood firm and forced the raiders 
to withdraw leaving behind one dead, a sten gun and five 
magazines, 

In this encounter, Havildar Mansha Singh displayed conspi- 
cuous courage^ and devotion to duty of a high order and 
repelled the raiders at great risk to his personal safety.

The border situation in a disputed aica on the Indo-Pakis- 
lan International border took a serious turn on 25th January, 
1964, when Pakistani forces opened fire on RAC personnel. 
Shri Khangar Singh, who was the Commander of the RAC 
in the area, with great skill and drive, converted our defen- 
sive positions into a stronghold by preparing extensive dug- 
outs and field works in very close proximity to the Pakistani 
positions. During the period 5th March to 11th March, 
1964, the Pakistani forces started firing on our positions with 
grenades, rifles, LMGs, MMGs, 2 in., 3 in. and 120 MM 
Mortars and at times with 25 pounder guns, Shri Khangar Singh 
inspired confidence in his men who faced the danger bravelv 
and returned the fire. On 6th March, 1964, the Pakistani 
forces also used incendiary shells and tracer bullets to ignite 
the sarhtmdit growth in ihe area, thereby endangering our 
dug-outs containing ammunition. During this critical situa- 
tion, Shri Khangar Singh with great courage, organised his 
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men and extinguished the fire in the face of heavy firing and 
so saved their complete annihilation. 

Throughout this period Shri Khangar Singh moved fteety 
in the forward trenches which were under heavy fire and 
inspired the police personnel under his command to fight 
back courageously and thus saved our strong positions in 
that area.

Head Constable Lai Chand of the RAC w- 3 s in command 
of a section in the border post of Chamlial on the Indo- 
, Pakistan International border in Jammu and Kashmir. This 
post is very close to disputed terrilory over which a serious 
situation developed resulting in a heavy exchange of fire 
between the Indian and Pakistani forces on 2Jtb January, 
1964. Till then this post was in constant danger and was 
subjected to unprovoked firing by Pakistani forces. On 3rd 
February, 1964. the post was subjected to heavy firing hv 
Pakistani forces. Head Constable Lai Chand with courage 
and resourcefulness withstood the attack and developed his 
post into a strong position. On the night of the 5/6th March 
at about 10 hours, the aggressive Pakistani forces opened fire 
on this, post with rifles. LMG, MMO, Grenades and Mortars. 
The firing continued till late into the night when the Pakistani 
forces fired tracer bullets and incendiary shells to ignite the 
sarkanda growing round the post. As a result all communi- 
cation with this post was severed. Taking advantage of the 
isolated condition of the post, the hostile forces approached 
close to the post and tried to overrun it. At this juncture, 
Head Constable Lai Chand along with Constable Prem 
Singh and 4 other Constables stood fast in the post and 
constantly engaged the approaching forces with accurate 
grenade and rifle fire. Head Constable I.al Chand and 
Constable Prem Singh kept the hostile forces at bay till 
reinforcements arrived. 

During the entire attack Head Constable Tal Chand and 
Constable Prem Singh displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
courage, presence of mind and devotion to duty of a high 
order .and saved their post in the face ol imminent danger 
to their own lives.

Shri Sharma also collected some arms licensees and deployed 
his force in a cordon round the village. At about 5.00 p.m. 
Shri Sharma. alone with some of his men, entered the house 
in whfch the dacoit was taking shelter Sensing the presence 
of the police the dacoit took un a position on the roof of 
the house. Althouch Shri Sharma had a substantial force at 
bis command, he decided to tackle the dacoit single-handed 
Desnlte the risk. Shri Sharma climbed to the roof alone and 
challenged the dacoit. The dacoit fired at Shri Sharma and 
h mined down from the roof in' a desperate hid to escane. Shri 
Sharma without hesitation also iumned down and hoflv 
pursued the dacoit ultlmatelv managing to overpower him 
without giving him an opportunity to use his gun. 

Shri Bhogwat Narain Sharma exhibited exemplary courage, 
initiative and . leadership of a high order in arresting this 
dangerous armed criminal single handed.

The notorious dacoit Daulata Khanger of village Neem 
Toriva, Jhansi District, and his gang had committed a number 
of heinous crimes in the border districts of Uttar Pradesh 
and Madhya Pradesh and created considerable panic in the 
entire area, With a view to curbing their activities, several 
police parties were detailed to locate and liquidate this dange- 
rous gang. 

On the 31st May 1964, a police party, consisting of Shri 
Bachan Singh, Deputy Superintendent of Police, Shri Mahen- 
ilra Pal Dixit, Deputy Superintendent of Police, Circle Inspec- 
tor Vij'ai Singh, Suh-Inspcctor Paras Ram Yadav and Head 
Constable Goverdhan Singh, arrived at village Piprat and 
lesrnt that Daulata and his gang were in a house in this 
village. As there was no time to secure reinforcements, the 
police party left their iccp outside the village and, collecting 
Shri Bhakf Rai. a local gun licensee en route, made for the 
house. Shri Bhakt Raj was posted in a lane to the west of 
the house to ensure that the dacoits did not make good their 
escape from that side. Shri Radian Singh decided to sur- 
prise the gang by attacking them at once. Another person 
Shri Rohore. who was standing outside the house, joined the 
police party, which then ouickly entered a room with two 
nnenings facing East. Shri Bachan Singh, concluding that 
the dacoits must be in one of the two adjacent rooms, stood 
outside the smaller of the rooms and shouted to Daulata to 
surrender. This challenge was met with abuse and a counter 
challenge from the dacoits in the larger room. There were 
two likclv avenues of escape for the dacoits by wav of a 
large inadequately fenced courtyard to the North-East of 
the house. Tn order to seal these exists. Inspector Vijai 
Singh and Sub-Tnsncctor Pams Ram Yadav. at great personal 
risk, crawled past the door of the room in which the dacoits 
had positioned themselves. The former was fired at but 
luckily escaped injury and took up his position, followed 
cmicklv hv the latter. As soon as thev were in position. Shri 
Bachan Singh shouted a warning to Daulata that unless he 
surrendered hand grenades would be used. Shri Bahore, 
however, informed Shr) Bachan Singh that some villagers were 
likely to be with the dacoits. Shri Bachan Singh then ordered 
the villagers to come out or face the consequences. Shortly 
after a villager rushed out of th«* room and was followed by 
another. Taking advantage of distraction 1 caused to the 
police by these villagers, Daulata and bis associates Umrao 
and Bnbn Ahir took up more advantageous positions and 
fired at the police. A nun duel ensued during the course of 
which the dacoits rushed out of the house in a desepnrate bid 
to break through *he police cordon. Rabu Ahir tired a shot 
at Shri Bachan Sin eh but was himself shot dead bv Head 
Constable Goverdban Singh 3nd Shri Bachan Slnch who fired 
simultaneously. TTmran brother of Daulata. shot at Sub- 
Tnsncctor Paras Ram Yadav and Daulata fired at Inspector 
Vijai Sincb who rebimed the fire and .also shot at Umrao. 
Daulata was killed by shots fired almost simultaneously by 
Bisocctor Vi'c! Sineh Shri Bachan Singh and Rub-Tnsnector 
Paras Ram Yadav Shri Paras Ram Yadav then shot Umrao 
dead. A ,303 rifle, two S.B.ML. guns and a large quantity 
of ammunition were recovered from the dacoits. 

Tn this encounter Shri Bachan Sineh. Shri _ Vfiai _ Singh 
Shri Paras Ram Yadav and Shri Goverdban Sincb d'Splaved 
outstanding courage Initiative and devotion to duty of a high 
order in' complete disregard for their own safety.
